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Conservatives aim at Census’ method for uncounted households 


(AP) - When U.S. Census 
Bureau workers couldn’t 
find out any information 
about some households 
after repeatedly mail- 
ing them questionnaire 
reminders and sending 
census takers to knock 
on their doors, the stat- 
isticians turned to an ob- 
scure, last-resort statisti- 
cal technique known as 
“imputation.” 


Less than 1% of households 
were counted using the tech- 
nique during the 2020 cen- 
sus. But some conservative 
political groups are ques- 
tioning it, potentially laying 
a foundation for legal chal- 
lenges to the data that will ul- 
timately be used for drawing 
congressional and legislative 
districts. 


Imputation involves using 
information about neighbors 
with similar characteristics 
to fill in head counts or de- 
mographic characteristics for 
households lacking data. For 
instance, a rowhouse with no 
information may be count- 
ed as having two people if a 
neighboring rowhouse is oc- 
cupied by two people. The 
technique tends to be uti- 
lized in hard-to-count places, 
often with racial and ethnic 
minorities, where people 
haven't answered the census 
questionnaire and could oth- 
erwise go uncounted. 


“It makes the overall dataset 
— or census in this case — 
more accurate than leaving 
the gaps blank,” Pat Cantwell, 
a bureau official, said in a 





blog post earlier this year. 
“By using imputation, we fill 
in what we don’t know, using 
Information we do know.” 


The focus for conservatives 
1s on how this technique was 
applied to college dorms, 
nursing homes, prisons and 
other places where people 
live in groups. These resi- 
dents were particularly diffi- 
cult to count during the 2020 
census because the pandemic 
sent college students fleeing 
campuses and put nursing 
homes in lockdown. In re- 
sponse, the Census Bureau 
unexpectedly decided to 
use the technique for group 
housing, where about 3% of 
the U.S. population lives. 


In a recent essay, Adam Ko- 
rzeniewski, a controversial 
former political appointee 
assigned to a top position at 
the Census Bureau during 
the Trump administration, 
speculated that the technique 
favors liberal states over con- 
servative states. 


As applied to group housing, 
it favored the Northeast with 
its density of college cam- 
puses and stricter lockdowns 
during the pandemic, at the 


expense of states like Ari- 
zona, Florida and Texas, he 
said in an essay for The Cla- 
remont Institute, a conserva- 
tive think tank. 


Korzeniewski called the tech- 
nique “the most grievous” 1s- 
sue involving the 2020 cen- 
sus, which determines how 
many congressional seats 
and Electoral College votes 
each state gets, as well as the 
distribution of $1.5 trillion 
in federal funding each year. 
He urged states and courts 
to take action on it “immedi- 
ately.” 

Saying Korzeniewski’s essay 
cherry-picked facts and mis- 
represented the technique, 
demographer Bill O’Hare 
said he doubted any chal- 
lenge would succeed. 





Census expert ‘Terri Ann 
Lowenthal said there’s a risk 
of undermining confidence 
in the census by planting 
seeds of doubt without any 
proof of inaccuracies caused 
by the method, which has 
been scrutinized by nonpar- 
tisan experts for decades. 


“If you say, “We don't trust 
the Census Bureau to pro- 
duce objective numbers that 


are as accurate as possible,’ 
you could be signaling to 
your own constituents and 
followers that they ought not 
to bother participating in the 
future,” said Lowenthal, a 
former congressional staffer 
who specializes in census is- 
sues. 


The Census Bureau has 
been using the technique on 
households since the 1960 
census, and it was challenged 
and upheld in courts after 
censuses in 1980 and 2000. 
The Supreme Court has 
ruled that the Census Bu- 
reau can’t use sampling — a 
method of using a subset of 
people to estimate character- 
istics of the whole population 
— but the justices have said 
that imputation is different 
from sampling. 

Now that the Supreme Court 
has a solid conservative ma- 
jority, Korzeniewski said it’s 
possible the court could re- 
verse itself. 


“Given the change in the Su- 
preme Court balance, it is 
possible for the court to limit 
imputation precisely because 
of its disparate impact,” Ko- 
rzeniewski said. 


Separately, a Republican- 
oriented redistricting advo- 
cacy group sued the Census 
Bureau two weeks ago under 
the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act to get records deal- 
ing with the group-housing 
count, saying it had “sig- 
nificant implications for our 
nation’s redistricting and 
electoral process.” Fair Lines 
America Foundation attor- 
ney Jason Torchinsky said he 


didn’t know how the group- 
housing count records would 
be used, but he added, “I am 
concerned this is a backdoor 
way of slowly using sampling 
in the count.” 


The initial batch of Fair Lines 
documents included a slide- 
show that indicated the Cen- 
sus used the statistical tech- 
nique to get a head count in 
43,000 separate group hous- 
ing facilities. That included 
5,500 college housing units, 
which ‘Torchinsky said were 
a special concern given the 
number of students who re- 
located last year. They could 
have been double-counted 
at their parents homes and 
in the dorms through impu- 
tation, he said, though the 
Census Bureau says it elimi- 
nates duplicate responses 
during the numbers-crunch- 
ing phase of the 2020 census. 


Still, Torchinsky said he 
wasn’t sure if the use of the 
technique skewed to favor 
some areas more than others. 


”We don’t know exactly what 
they did yet, because they're 
being less than transparent 
about it, but Pm not ready 
to conclude it helps or hurts 
one set of states because we 
just don't know what they 
did,” he said. 





During their brief tenure at 
the Census Bureau, the sta- 
tistical technique was on the 
minds of Nathaniel Cogley, 
whom the Trump adminis- 
tration named as the agency’s 
deputy director for policy, 
and Korzeniewski, Cogley’s 
senior advisor. 


Buttigieg urges travelers to respect mask mandates on planes 


(AP) Transportation 
Secretary Pete Buttigieg 
on Sunday urged travel- 
ers to respect flight at- 
tendants and other crew 
members who enforce 
federal mask mandates on 
planes, pledging strict fed- 
eral enforcement against 
such abuse at a time of in- 
creasingly unruly behav- 
ior by passengers. 


“The flight crews and oth- 
er workers you encounter, 
they’re doing their job,” he 
said. “They’re following reg- 
ulations and they’re there to 
keep you safe. It is absolutely 
unacceptable to ever mistreat 
a transportation worker. 





“And of course, there’s very 
serious fines and enforce- 
ment around that,” Buttigieg 


added. 


Buttigieg said the federal 
mask mandate, which re- 
mains in effect on planes, 
buses and trains until Sept. 
13, continues to be driven by 
public health considerations. 
He stressed that travelers 
should abide by it as both a 
matter of safety and respect 
to transportation workers. 


“Part of it has to do with the 
unique conditions of the 
physical space,” Buttigieg 
said, explaining the extra 
COVID-19 precautions for 
crowded spaces. “Part of it 


has to do with the conditions 
of it being a workplace, and 
folks who really don’t have a 
choice about being there, the 
way it is in some other cases.” 


Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention guide- 
lines say that fully vaccinated 
people can go without face 
coverings inside and outside 
various public areas. 


“These rules and regulations 
and these bodies of guidance 
always evolve with the sci- 
ence,” Buttigieg said. 


His admonition comes af- 
ter the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration announced last 
week it was proposing civil 


penalties as high as $15,000 
against five passengers for 
violations that included al- 
legedly assaulting and yelling 
at flight attendants. 


Southwest Airlines last week 
also banned a woman ac- 
cused of punching a flight at- 
tendant shortly after a plane 
from Sacramento, California, 
landed in San Diego on May 
23. The airline said the pas- 
senger ignored instructions 
from the flight attendant be- 
fore assaulting her. San Di- 
ego Harbor Police arrested 
Vyvianna Quinonez, 28, and 
charged her with felony bat- 
tery. 


Over the weekend, both 


Southwest and American 
Airlines said they would hold 
off on resuming alcoholic 
beverage services because of 
recent incidents of passenger 
disruption. 

The FAA says reports of un- 
ruly passenger behavior has 
been on the rise this year as 
more travelers return to the 
skies. According to the agen- 
cy, from Jan. 1 through May 
24, there were roughly 2,500 
reports of unruly behavior by 
passengers, including about 
1,900 reports of people refus- 
ing to comply with the fed- 
eral mask mandate. 








Buttigieg spoke on ABC’s 
“This Week” and CNN’s 
“State of the Union.” 
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Tulsa Race Massacre centennial events proceed amid hiccups 


(AP) — Joi McCondichie is a native 
of this city, but her life and career in 
public education kept her away from 
home for decades. When she returned 
to Tulsa from Los Angeles with her 
then-teenage son, she moved into 
a home just off of the Osage Prairie 
Trail on the city’s north side. 


It was on this trail that thousands of 
Black Tulsans fled the white mob 
that leveled their community on May 
31-June 1, 1921, in the calamity that 
came to be known as the Tulsa Race 
Massacre. 





“I believe God led me here because 
he had a task for me,” McCondichie 
said. 

McCondichie planned a march this 
weekend to memorialize those who 
ran from what is considered one of 
the worst and deadliest acts of racial 
violence in American history. 

That march is just one of an array 
of events, culminating Tuesday with 
a visit by President Joe Biden, who 
is expected to join local leaders in 
marking the occasion. 


The weekend was to include a key- 
note speech from former Georgia 
gubernatorial candidate and voting 
rights advocate Stacey Abrams and a 
performance by singer John Legend at 
Tulsa’s ONEOK Field in the historic 
Greenwood district. But organizers 
canceled the event on Thursday, cit- 
ing “unexpected circumstances with 
entertainers and speakers.” 


Representatives for Abrams and Leg- 
end did not respond to requests for 
comment. 

Law enforcement organizations 
around the U.S. received a bulletin 
this week from the Department of 
Homeland Security warning of the 


potential for targeted violence at the 
commemoration of the Tulsa mas- 
sacre, according to a federal law en- 
forcement official. 


The official, speaking on condition 
of anonymity to discuss a bulletin 
that was not publicly released, said 
authorities don’t have credible intel- 
ligence about any specific plot to tar- 
get the Tulsa events. But the alert was 
issued given the nature of the com- 
memoration and the “volatile threat 
environment.” 


McCondichie said her late grand- 
mother, Eldoris McCondichie, was 
among the survivors in 1921 who 
streaming out of Greenwood, also 
known as Black Wall Street, the bus- 
tling city within a city that was the 
picture of Black wealth and entrepre- 
neurial success. 


On Tuesday morning, Joi McCon- 
dichie’s “A Century Walk” will re- 
trace Greenwood residents’ escape. 
The walk will start along a 1.5 mile 
stretch of abandoned railroad tracks 
near Greenwood and Archer ave- 
nues. And then the walkers will move 
north onto Osage Prairie “Trail until 
they reach 56th Street, between Peo- 
ria Avenue and Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Boulevard, where a community 
celebration awaits. 


“I thought this would be a beautiful 
way to commemorate the ancestors 
by having or attempting to walk a 
mile in their shoes,” Joi McCondich- 
le said. 

Other events plan to feature the last 
three known living massacre sur- 
vivors -- 106-year-old Lessie Ben- 
ningfield Randle, 107-year-old Viola 
Fletcher, and 100-year-old Hughes 
Van Ellis. Last week, the three gave 
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testimony in a panel about the mas- 
sacre in the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives. 


“They will come down Black Wall 
Street, the historic Black Wall Street, 
in a horse and carriage,” said Tiffany 
Crutcher, organizer of the Black Wall 
Street Legacy Festival, which is in- 
dependent of the city’s official com- 
memorations. 


“They'll lead us into what we feel will 
be a very powerful, powerful week- 
end to show deference and honor to 
the lives that were lost and the de- 
scendants and survivors who were 
still living,” Crutcher said. 


Other commemoration programs 
include a Greenwood Art Project art 
installation and the dedication of a 
prayer wall at Vernon AME Church, 
one of the few Greenwood structures 
that survived the massacre. 


Following the official massacre com- 
memorations, the 1921 Tulsa Race 
Massacre Centennial Commission 
on Wednesday will open Greenwood 





Rising, a $30 million history center 
and museum. The commission says 
it honors the legacy of Black Wall 
Street with exhibits depicting the 
Greenwood district before and after 
the massacre. 


“When you go into Greenwood Ris- 
ing, we will actually have railroad 
tracks that you walk across” to re- 
member that Black and white Tulsa 
used to be divided by railroad tracks, 
said state Sen. Kevin Matthews, who 
chairs the massacre centennial com- 
mission. The history center is located 
in his legislative district, at Green- 
wood and Archer avenues. 


Republican Mayor G.T. Bynum, who 
is white, said the weekend’s events 
are critical to a reconciliation process 
sorely needed in the city. 


“I think the greatest mistake that 
could come out of this centennial 
commemoration is if people look at it 
and think, “Well, that’s just something 
that happened a hundred years ago,’ 
and not think about how it relates to 
America today,” Bynum said. 





2 dead, 20+ injured in Florida banquet hall shooting 


(AP) — Two people died 
and an estimated 20 to 
25 people were injured 
by gunfire in a shooting 
outside a banquet hall in 
South Florida, police said. 


The gunfire erupted early 
Sunday at the El Mula Ban- 
quet Hall in northwest Mi- 





ami-Dade County, police 
told news outlets. 


The banquet hall had been 
rented out for a concert. 
Three people got out of an 
SUV and opened fire into a 
crowd outside with assault 


rifles and handguns, police 
director Alfredo “Freddy” 


iw re 


e. 
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Ramirez IM said. Authorities 
believe the shooting was tar- 
geted. 





“These are cold blooded 
murderers that shot indis- 
criminately into a crowd and 
we will seek justice,” Ramirez 
said in a tweet. Two people 
died at the scene, police said. 
As many as 25 people went 
to various hospitals for treat- 
ment. No arrests were im- 
mediately announced. 


“This is a despicable act of 
gun violence, a cowardly 
act,” Ramirez told the Miami 
Herald. 

“This type of gun violence 
has to stop. Every weekend 
it’s the same thing,” Ramirez 
said during an early morning 
news conference.Republican 
Gov. Ron DeSantis com- 
mented on the shooting on 





‘Twitter. 


“We mourn the loss of the 
two victims and are praying 
for the recovery of the more 
than 20 people injured at El 
Mula Banquet Hall near Hia- 
leah. We are working with lo- 
cal authorities to bring justice 
to the perpetrators. Justice 
needs to be swift & severe!” 
DeSantis tweeted. 


Democratic state Sen. Shevr- 
in Jones said he wants DeSan- 
tis to do more than just pray. 
He’s calling on the governor 
to sit down with Democrats 
to discuss meaningful ways 
of addressing gun violence. 


“Thoughts and prayers have 
been going on for years and 
thoughts and prayers haven’t 
done a damn thing inside the 
Black community — or any 


community when it comes 
to gun violence,” Jones said. 
But he acknowledged Re- 
publicans are resistant to dis- 
cuss the issue. 


“Republicans don’t want to 
talk about guns. They think 
we're trying to take their guns 
away from them. If their talk- 
ing point is that guns are for 
protection, or that guns are 
for hunting, just know that 
that terminology is differ- 
ent in certain communities,” 
Jones said. “Some of these 
individuals are using guns to 
murder. Some of these in- 
dividuals are using guns to 
hunt people.” 

Businessman and TV person- 
ality Marcus Lemonis, star of 
“The Profit,” took to Twitter 
to offer a $100,000 reward to 
help authorities capture the 
suspects. 
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Vets return to Memorial Day traditions as pandemic eases 


(AP) — A pair of military vets 
navigate the hilly, meander- 
ing paths in a historic ceme- 
tery in Boston, searching out 
soldiers’ graves and planting 
American flags in front of 
them. 


About 10 miles away, scores 
of other vets and volunteers 
do the same, placing more 
than 37,000 small flags on 
the downtown Boston Com- 
mon — a sea of red, white 
and blue meant to symbolize 
all the Massachusetts soldiers 
killed in battle since the Rev- 
olutionary War. It’s an annual 
tradition that returns in full 
this year after being signifi- 
cantly scaled back in 2020 be- 
cause of the pandemic. 





In Boston and elsewhere, this 
holiday weekend will feel 
something closer to Memori- 
al Days of old, as COVID-19 
restrictions are fully lifted in 
many places. 


“This Memorial Day almost 
has a different, better feeling 
to it,” said Craig DeOld, a 
50-year-old retired captain in 
the Army Reserve, as he took 
a breather from his flag duties 
at the Fairview Cemetery ear- 
lier this week. “We're breath- 
ing a sigh of relief that we*ve 
overcome another struggle, 
but we're also now able to re- 
turn to what this holiday is all 








about — remembering our 
fallen comrades.” 


Around the nation, Ameri- 
cans will be able to pay trib- 
ute to fallen troops in ways 
that were impossible last year, 
when virus restrictions were 
in effect in many places. It 
will also be a time to remem- 
ber the tens of thousands 
of veterans who died from 
COVID-19 and recommit 
to vaccinating those who re- 
main reluctant. 


Art delaCruz, a 53-year-old 
retired Navy commander in 
Los Angeles leads the Vet- 
erans Coalition for Vaccina- 
tion, said his group has been 
encouraging inoculated vet- 
erans to volunteer at vaccine 
sites to dispel myths and help 


assuage concerns, many of 
which are also shared by cur- 
rent service members. 


“We understand it’s a per- 
sonal choice, so we try to 
meet people where they are,” 
said delaCruz, who is also 
president of Team Rubicon, 
a disaster-response nonprofit 
made up of military veterans. 


There's no definitive tally for 
coronavirus deaths or vac- 
cinations among American 
military vets, but Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs data 
shows more than 12,000 have 
died and more than 2.5 mil- 
lion have been inoculated 
against COVID-19 out of the 
roughly 9 million veterans 
enrolled in the agency’s pro- 
orams. 


The isolation of the pan- 
demic has also been particu- 
larly hard on veterans, many 
of whom depend on kinship 
with fellow service members 
to cope with wartime trauma, 
says Jeremy Butler, a 47-year- 
old Navy Reserve officer in 
New York who heads the 
advocacy group Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan Veterans of Amer- 
ica. 


“We're reuniting now, but 
its been an extremely chal- 
lenging year,” he said. “To 
have those connections cut 
off — the counseling ses- 
sions, the VA appointments, 
social events with other vets 
— those are so important to 
maintaining mental health.” 


But for the families of vet- 
erans who survived the hor- 
rors of war, only to be felled 
by COVID-19, Memorial 
Day can reopen barely healed 
wounds. 


In western Massachusetts, 
Susan Kenney says the death 
of her 78-year-old father last 
April from the virus still re- 
mains raw. 


Charles Lowell, an Air Force 
veteran who served during 
the Vietnam War, was among 
76 residents of the Holyoke 
Soldiers’ Home who died 


in one of America’s deadli- 
est coronavirus outbreaks 
last year in a long-term care 
facility. A memorial service 
was held at the home earlier 
this week, and the names of 
residents who died over the 
past calendar year were read 
aloud. 


Kenney, who has been a vocal 
advocate for reforming the 
troubled home, says there are 
still lingering questions about 
who else should be held ac- 
countable, even as top offi- 
cials at the state-run facility 
face criminal negligence and 
abuse charges and federal and 
state agencies launch investi- 
gations. 





“ve been reliving this for a 
whole year,” she said. “At ev- 
ery milestone. Veterans Day. 
His birthday. His death anni- 
versary. Everything is a con- 
stant reminder of what hap- 
pened. It's so painful to think 
about.” 


For other families, Memorial 
Day will be as it ever was, a 
day to remember loved ones 
killed in war. 


In Virginia, Willie Ransom, 
a 74-year-old Vietnam War 
vet, said his family will hold a 
modest service at the grave of 
his youngest son. 





More states ease lingering virus rules as vaccine rates rise 


(AP) — Just in time for 
Memorial Day weekend, 
more U.S. cities and states 
are shrugging off linger- 
ing COVID-19 restric- 
tions as vaccination rates 
rise and the number of in- 
fections falls. 


Massachusetts lifted a mask 
requirement Saturday, a day 
after New Jersey dropped 
its mandate. In New York 
City and Chicago, officials 
reopened public beaches, 
though winds and cool tem- 
peratures kept crowds away. 


“Welcome back, Chicago,” 
Mayor Lori Lightfoot said in 
a video announcement. “The 
lakefront is open.” 


Chicago’s Navy Pier also 
reopened retail stores and 
restaurants, carnival rides, 
and tour boats and cruises 
after the pandemic forced 
monthslong closures at the 
busy tourist destination. 


It’s one more sign of progress 


that reflects increasingly pos- 
itive health data. On Satur- 
day, Illinois’ Department of 
Public Health reported 802 
new confirmed and probable 
infections, the second-lowest 
one-day total in the last six 
months. 


For businesses nationwide, 
the improving outlook and 
long holiday weekend of- 
fered a chance to welcome 
customers back to in-person 
shopping. 


Midtown Scholar Bookstore 
in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, 
opened its doors to custom- 
ers for the first time in nearly 
14 months Friday. Masks are 
still required. 


The business had switched to 
internet orders, sidewalk sales 
and virtual author events to 
survive the pandemic. 


“We had to get creative, we 
had to pivot,” store manager 
Alex Brubaker said. “Our 
readers and our customers 


have been incredible. It's a 
rainy weekend, but the book- 
store is full.” 


Minnesota lifted all statewide 
coronavirus restrictions for 
bars and restaurants Friday, 
though local governments 
can maintain their own social 
distancing and mask rules. 


About 50% of the U.S. pop- 
ulation has now received at 
least one dose of COVID-19 
vaccine, according to the lat- 
est numbers from the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention. About 40% of 
the population is fully vacci- 
nated. 


Vermont boasts the nation’s 
highest vaccination rate, with 
nearly 70% of its residents 
having received at least one 
dose. The governor is ex- 
pected to drop all pandemic- 
related restrictions once 80% 
of Vermont’s eligible popula- 
tion has received at least one 
dose, a milestone the state ex- 
pects to hit next week. 





In neighboring Massachu- 
setts, Gov. Charlie Baker 
lifted a mask mandate effec- 
tive Saturday, though face 
coverings are still required in 
certain places, including on 
public transportation. The 
state also still encourages 
unvaccinated people to wear 
masks in indoor or public ar- 
eas. 


CDC Director Dr. Rochelle 
Walensky threw out the cer- 
emonial first pitch at Fen- 
way Park before the Red Sox 
played the Miami Marlins on 
the first day that Massachu- 
setts dropped limits on crowd 
sizes. Red Sox president Sam 
Kennedy said about 24,000 
tickets were sold. 





“It’s such a bright moment 
right now,” Walensky told re- 
porters, encouraging people 
to get vaccinated. “It's been 
a really long year, and we've 
seen some really, really dark 
times. ... Pm thrilled we're 
back where we are right

how. 


According to Massachusetts 
officials, 78% of all adult resi- 
dents have had at least one 
vaccine dose. 


“New cases have dropped 
by 94% since they peaked in 
January,” Baker said Friday 
as he announced the end of 
the restrictions. “Hospitaliza- 
tions are down by about 90% 
since their peak. This prog- 
ress has made it possible for 
us to lift all remaining CO- 
VID restrictions across the 
commonwealth.” 


Virginia relaxed its distancing 
and capacity restrictions on 
Friday. President Joe Biden 
celebrated the progress with 
a visit to a rock climbing gym 
in northern Virginia.

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Netanyahu could lose PM job as rivals attempt to join forces 


(AP) — The head of a small hard- 
line party on Sunday said he 
would try to form a unity govern- 
ment with Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu’s opponents, 
taking a major step toward end- 
ing the 12-year rule of the Israeli 
leader. 


In a nationwide address, Yamina par- 
ty leader Naftali Bennett said he had 
decided to join forces with the coun- 
try’s opposition leader, Yair Lapid. 


“It’s my intention to do my utmost 
in order to form a national unity gov- 
ernment along with my friend Yair 
Lapid, so that, God willing, together 
we can save the country from a tail- 
spin and return Israel to its course,” 
Bennett said. 


The pair have until Wednesday to 
complete a deal in which they are 
expected to each serve two years as 
prime minister in a rotation deal. La- 
pid’s Yesh Atid party said negotiating 
teams were to meet later Sunday. 


A unity government would end the 
cycle of deadlock that has plunged 
the country into four inconclusive 
elections over the past two years. It 
also would end, at least for the time 
being, the record-setting tenure of 
Netanyahu, the most dominant fig- 
ure in Israeli politics over the past 
three decades. 


In his own televised statement, Ne- 
tanyahu accused Bennett of betraying 
the Israeli right wing. 


He urged nationalist politicians who 
have joined the coalition talks not to 
establish what he called a “leftist gov- 


ernment.” 


“A government like this is a danger 
to the security of Israel, and is also a 
danger to the future of the state,” he 
said. 


Bennett, a former Netanyahu aide 
turned rival, said he was taking the 
dramatic step to prevent yet another 
election. While sharing Netanyahu’s 
nationalist ideology, Bennett said 
there was no feasible way for the 
hard-line right wing to form a gov- 
erning majority in parliament. 


“A government like this will succeed 
only if we work together as a group,” 


he said. 


He said everyone “will need to post- 
pone fulfilling all their dreams. We 
will focus on what can be done, in- 
stead of fighting all day on what’s im- 
possible.” 


Each of the past four elections was 
seen as a referendum on Netanyahu 
-- who has become a polarizing figure 
as he stands trial on corruption charg- 
es — with each ending in deadlock. 


Netanyahu is desperate to stay in 
power while he is on trial. He has 
used his office as a stage to rally sup- 
port and lash out against police, pros- 
ecutors and the media. 


If his opponents fail to form a govern- 
ment and new elections are triggered, 
it would give him another chance at 
seeing the election of a parliament 
that is in favor of granting him im- 
munity from prosecution. But if they 
succeed, he would find himself in the 
much weaker position of opposition 





leader and potentially find himself 
facing unrest in his Likud party. 


Netanyahu, who has accused Bennett 
of betraying the Israeli right wing, 
planned a televised statement later 
Sunday. 


In order to form a government, a par- 
ty leader must secure the support of 
a 61-seat majority in parliament. Be- 
cause no single party controls a ma- 
jority on its own, coalitions are usu- 
ally built with smaller partners. 


As leader of the largest party, Netan- 
yahu was given the first opportunity 
by the country’s figurehead presi- 
dent to form a coalition. But he was 
unable to secure a majority with his 
traditional religious and nationalist 
allies. 


Netanyahu even attempted to court 
a small Islamist Arab party but was 
thwarted by a small ultranationalist 





party with a racist anti-Arab agenda. 
Although Arabs make up some 20% 
of Israel's population, an Arab party 





has never before sat in an Israeli coali- 
tion government. 


After Netanyahu’s failure to form a 
government, Lapid was then given 
four weeks to cobble together a co- 
alition. He has until Wednesday to 
complete the task. 


Lapid already faced a difficult chal- 
lenge, given the broad range of parties 
in the anti-Netanyahu bloc that have 
little in common. They include dov- 
ish left-wing parties, a pair of right- 
wing nationalist parties, including 
Bennett’s Yamina, and most likely the 
Islamist United Arab List. 


Lapid’s task was made even more dif- 
ficult after war broke out with Hamas 
militants in the Gaza Strip on May 
10. His coalition talks were put on 


hold during the 11 days of fighting. 





Pope invites Lebanese Christians to Vatican for peace prayer 


(AP) — Pope Francis has 
invited representatives of 
Lebanon’s Christian com- 
munity to the Vatican on 
July 1 for a day of prayer 
and reflection “about the 
worrisome situation in the 
country.” 


Francis announced the en- 
counter during his Sunday 


noon blessing, saying the aim 
was to “pray together for the 
gift of peace and stability.” He 
asked for prayers ahead of the 
meeting and for Lebanon it- 
self so the country can enjoy 
“a more serene future.” 


Lebanon, a Mediterranean 
nation of 5 million, has the 
largest percentage of Chris- 





tians in the Middle East and 
is the only Arab country with 
a Christian head of state. 
Christians make up a third of 
the population. 


Lebanon has been endur- 
ing an unparalleled financial, 
economic and political crisis 
for months, which has been 
worsened by the coronavi- 
rus pandemic. Francis met 
in April at the Vatican with 
Prime Minister-designate 
Saad Hariri and urged all 
Lebanese political leaders to 
“urgently commit themselves 
to the benefit of the nation.” 


Because of political deadlock, 
the country has been without 
a government since the Cabi- 
net resigned days after a mas- 
sive blast at Beirut’s port on 
Aug. 4, killing 211, wounding 
more than 6,000 and damag- 
ing entire neighborhoods. 


In recent weeks, with foreign 
currency reserves dwindling 
at the central bank, Lebanon 
has been witnessing severe 
shortage in medicines as well 
as fuel, with people having to 
wait in line at gas stations to 
fill their cars. Electricity cuts 
last more than 12 hours a day. 


Cardinal Bechara Rai, head 
of the Maronite Catholic 
church that is the largest in 
Lebanon, has criticized the 
country’s political class and 
urged them to quickly form 
a Cabinet to bring Lebanon 
out of its crisis. 


“Excuses are not convincing 
anyone regarding delays in 
the formation of a govern- 
ment,” Rai said last week. 
“It looks like Cabinet for- 
mation is in a long vacation. 
The stalemate is a killing to 
the country and the people. It 
must stop.” 


During his meeting with 
Hariri, Francis reaffirmed 
his desire to visit Lebanon as 
soon as conditions permit. 
The July 1 meeting, presum- 
ably, will be an opportunity 
for the pope to express his 
solidarity now, given that a 
visit in the near future isn’t 
possible. 


According to Lebanon’s pow- 
er-sharing system, the presi- 
dent has to be a Maronite 
Christian and the parliamen- 
tary speaker a Shiite Muslim, 
while the prime minister has 
to be a Sunni. Parliament and 
Cabinet seats are equally split 
between Muslims and Chris- 
tians. 


It wasn’t immediately clear 
which representatives of Leb- 
anon’s Christian community 
would be coming to Rome. 
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3 dul amends in _ cable car deaths rests with technician

(AP) — The three suspects in It- 
aly’s cable car disaster that killed 
14 people were allowed to leave 
prison Sunday after a judge indi- 
cated that for now blame fell on 
just one: a service technician who 
intentionally disabled the car’s 
emergency brake because it kept 
locking spontaneously. 


Judge Donatella Banci Buonamici 
said there wasn’t sufficient evidence 
suggesting the owner of the Mot- 
tarone cable car company, Luigi Neri- 
ni, or the maintenance chief, Enrico 
Perocchio, knew that the technician 
had deactivated the brake on several 
occasions even before the May 23 di- 
saster. 








After evaluating prosecutors’ request 
for continued detention of the three, 
Buonamici determined there was 
no flight risk, ordered the managers 
freed while allowing the technician, 
Gabriele Tadini, to leave under house 
arrest. The three men, who remain 
under investigation, left Verbania 
prison early Sunday, accompanied by 
their lawyers. 


Fourteen people were killed when the 
lead cable of the Mottarone funicular 





Fe, 

overlooking Lake Maggiore in north- 
ern Italy snapped and the emergency 
brake failed to prevent the cable car 
from reeling at high speed backward 
down the support line. The cable car 
pulled off the line entirely after pass- 
ing the support pylon, crashed to the 
eround and then rolled down the 
mountain until it was stopped by a 
stand of trees. 





The lone survivor, 5-year-old Eitan 
Biran, remains hospitalized but con- 
scious, with his aunt looking after 
him. Eitan’s Israeli-born parents, his 
younger brother and his great-grand- 
parents were killed in the disaster and 
their remains were sent back to Israel. 


It isn’t known why the pulling cable 
snapped. 


The Vipiteno, Italy-based company 
that maintains the lift, Leitner SpA, 
has said “no irregularities were de- 
tected” during the November 2020 
magnetic testing of the lead cable, and 
that every other annual check hadn’t 
turned up problems either. 


Tadini admitted during questioning 
that he had left a fork-shaped bracket 


on the cable car’s emergency brake to 


disable it because it kept locking on 
its own while the car was in service, 
said his lawyer, Marcello Perillo. 


Speaking to reporters outside Verba- 
nia prison, Perillo said Tadini never 
would have left the bracket in place if 
he thought doing so might endanger 
passengers. 


“He is not a criminal and would never 
have let people go up with the brak- 
ing system blocked had he known 
that there was even a possibility that 
the cable would have broken,” Perillo 
said. “He can’t even begin to get his 
head around the fact that the cable 
broke.” 


Based on Tadin1’s testimony, prosecu- 
tors had hypothesized that the man- 
agers knew about the jerry-rigged 
brake and had an economic reason 
in using it to keep the funicular run- 
ning. Prosecutor Olimpia Bossi said 
the owner would have had to have 
taken the whole lift out of service for 
the more extensive, “radical” repairs 
that were necessary. 


The lift, which features four large 
tram cars bringing passengers up and 
down the mountain, only reopened 
on April 26 after a lengthy COV- 
ID-19 shutdown and was gearing up 
for the summer tourist season in a 
picturesque part of northern Italy. 


But lawyers for Nerini and Perocchio 
said the two denied knowing any- 
thing about Tadini’s maneuver and 
said they had no reason to let a cable 
car without a brake system operate. 
The judge concurred, noting that 
neither they nor Leitner, the mainte- 
nance company, would have had an 
interest in doing so. 


Nerini’s attorney, Pasquale Patano, 
said the owner “had no interest in not 
repairing the cable car” since he paid a 
flat fee of 150,000 euros ($183,000) a 


year for unlimited maintenance from 
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Leitner to keep the funicular safe and 
operational. 


Perocchio similarly denied any 
knowledge of Tadini’s maneuver, ac- 
cording to his lawyer Andrea Da Pra- 
to, who suggested his client had been 
arrested because the prosecutor felt 
pressure to produce quick results in 
the investigation into the tragedy. 


As he left the prison, Perocchio said 
he was “desperately sad” for the vic- 
tims and never would have autho- 
rized disabling the emergency brake. 





“ve been working in cable cars for 
21 years and I know there’s no rea- 
son in the world to do that,” he told 
reporters. 


The judge’s ruling noted that Tadini 
had called Perocchio twice to send in 
repair crews since the lift reopened 
because of the brake problem, but 
that the problem persisted after the 
crews left. Even though Tadini insist- 
ed that Perocchio and Nerini knew 
about his patchwork repair, the judge 
said he likely was trying to share the 
blame on the people who could af- 
ford to pay damages, and wasn’t a 
credible enough witness to warrant 
their continued detention. 


Leitner, the maintenance company of 
which Perocchio is an employee, has 
said that using the fork-shaped brack- 
ets was “expressly forbidden” when 
passengers were in the cabin. The 
brackets are meant to be used when 
the cabin — part of a transport system 
known as an aerial tram — is parked 
in the station for the night or to do 
repair work. 


Leitner has provided investigators 
with documentation of the lift’s 
maintenance record and declared it- 
selfan injured party in the case, saying 
it plans to donate any awarded dam- 
ages to the families of the victims. 





In Mexico, cartels are hunting down police at their homes 


(AP) — The notoriously 
violent Jalisco cartel has 
responded to Mexico’s 
“hugs, not bullets” policy 
with a policy of its own: 
The cartel kidnapped sev- 
eral members of an elite 
police force in the state 
of Guanajuato, tortured 
them to obtain names and 
addresses of fellow offi- 
cers and is now hunting 
down and killing police at 
their homes, on their days 
off, in front of their fami- 
lies. 


It is a type of direct attack on 
officers seldom seen outside 
of the most gang-plagued na- 
tions of Central America and 


poses the most direct chal- 
lenge yet to President Andrés 
Manuel López Obrador’s 
policy of avoiding violence 
and rejecting any war on the 
cartels. 


But the cartel has already 
declared war on the govern- 
ment, aiming to eradicate 
an elite state force known as 
the Tactical Group which the 
gang accuses of treating its 
members unfairly. 

“If you want war, you'll get a 
war. We have already shown 
that we know where you are. 
We are coming for all of you,” 
reads a professionally printed 
banner signed by the cartel 
and hung on a building in 


Guanajuato in May. 


“For each member of our 
firm (CJNG) that you arrest, 
we are going to kill two of 
your Tacticals, wherever they 
are, at their homes, in their 
patrol vehicles,” the banner 
read, referring to the cartel 
by its Spanish initials. 


Guanajuato-based security 
analyst David Saucedo said 
there have been many cases. 

“A lot of them (officers) have 
decided to desert. They took 
their families, abandoned 
their homes and they are flee- 
ing and in hiding,” Saucedo 
said. “The CJNG is hunting 
the elite police force of Gua- 


najuato.” 


Numbers of victims are hard 
to come by, but Poplab, a 
news cooperative in Gua- 
najuato, said at least seven 
police officers have been 
killed on their days off so far 
this year. In January, gunmen 
went to the home of a female 
state police officer, killed her 
husband, dragged her away, 
tortured her and dumped her 


bullet-ridden body. 


Guanajuato has had the high- 
est number of police killed 
of any Mexican state since 
at least 2018, according to 
Poplab. Between 2018 and 
May 12, a total of 262 police 


have been killed, or an aver- 
age of about 75 officers each 
year — more than are killed 
by gunfire or other assaults 
on average each year in the 
entire United States, which 
has 50 times Guanajuato’s 
population. 

The problem in Guanajuato 
has gotten so bad that the 
state government published 
a special decree on May 17 
to provide an unspecified 
amount of funding for pro- 
tection mechanisms for po- 
lice and prison officials. 
“They have been forced to 
quickly leave their homes 
and move, so that organized 
crimes groups cannot find 
them,” it reads. 
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Osaka fined $15K for skipping French Open media; Thiem out 


(AP) — Naomi Osaka was 
fined $15,000 at the French 
Open for skipping a post- 
match news conference af- 
ter her first-round victory 
Sunday — and threatened by 
all four Grand Slam tourna- 
ments with stiffer penalties, 
including being defaulted, if 
she continues to avoid meet- 
ing with the media. 


The fine will come out of 
Osaka's prize money and was 
announced in a joint state- 
ment from the president of 
the French tennis federation, 
Gilles Moretton, and the 
heads of the other majors. 
Osaka returned to Roland 
Garros after skipping the trip 
last time, turning in a mis- 
take-filled 6-4, 7-6 (4) victo- 
ry over 63rd-ranked Patricia 
Maria Tig at Court Philippe 
Chatrier on Day 1 in Paris. 
After the 2020 French Open 
was pushed to a September 
start with a limit of 1,000 
spectators per day because 
of the coronavirus outbreak, 
things were closer to normal 
Sunday: It was a sun-kissed 
May day and more than 5,000 
fans were allowed in. 


Other results perhaps were 
more newsworthy than a 
straight-set win by the No. 
2-ranked Osaka — that's cer- 
tainly the case for U.S. Open 
champion and two-time 
French (Open runner-up 
Dominic Thiem's 4-6, 5-7, 
6-3, 6-4, 6-4 loss to 68th- 
ranked Pablo Andujar — but 
the events that unfolded af- 
ter the Japanese superstar's 
match were of high interest. 


That's because Osaka vowed 
in a Twitter post Wednesday, 
and then kept that promise 
Sunday, to stay away from 
the standard back-and-forth 
with the media in Paris, the 
sort of thing athletes in vari- 
ous sports do as a matter of 
course. She framed it as a 
mental health issue, saying 
that it creates self-doubt to 
have to answer questions af- 
ter a loss. 


Players at Grand Slam tour- 
naments are required to at- 
tend news conferences if 
requested to do so; refusing 
is punishable by fines of up 
to $20,000. That, of course, 
is not a big deal to Osaka, 
the world's highest-earning 
female athlete thanks to en- 
dorsement contracts worth 
tens of millions of dollars an- 
nually. 


"It's her own choice. I think 
she's capable of making her 
own choices and obviously 
she will do always what's best 
for her," Tig said. "I think 
that's what's happening now. 
It's her choice of doing what 
she feels is best for her." 


The Grand Slam tourna- 
ments’ statement said Osa- 
ka has been "advised" that 
"should she continue to ig- 
nore her media obligations 
during the tournament, she 
would be exposing herself 
to possible further Code of 
Conduct infringement con- 
sequences." 


Citing the rule book, the 


statement noted that "tough- 
er sanctions" from "repeat 
violations" could include 
default — being disqualified 
from the tournament — and 
"the trigger of a major offense 
investigation that could lead 
to more substantial fines and 
future Grand Slam suspen- 
sions." 

Osaka's agent did not imme- 
diately reply to a request for 
comment from the AP on 
Sunday. 

The whole thing didn't mean 
Osaka was able to entirely 
elude any question about 
her problems playing on 
red clay, however. She did 
go ahead with the perfunc- 
tory exchange of pleasantries 
with on-court "interviewers" 
who lob softball questions 
so spectators can hear some- 
thing from match winners. 


In that chat with former play- 
er Fabrice Santoro, who is 
hardly a journalist and kindly 
offered to help Osaka by car- 
rying the flowers she was 
given by the tournament, the 
topic of the event's surface 
actually did arise. 


Osaka's Grand Slam titles 
only have come on hard 
courts. She has won the Aus- 
tralian Open twice, including 
this year, and the U.S. Open 
twice, including last year, but 
she never has been past the 
third round at the French 
Open. 

"I would say it's a work in 
progress," Osaka said about 
her game on clay. "Hopefully 
the more I play, the better it 
will get." 
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As for her impression of Osa- 
ka's on-court ability on clay, 
Tig offered this assessment: 
"If she wins, she'll get used 
to it. She can play as good 
on clay as she plays on hard 
courts." 


Osaka showed how Sunday: 
controlling points with her 
attacking game. She won 31 
of 35 points when her first 
serve landed in and accu- 
mulated 39 winners — more 
than twice as many as Tig's 
18. 

Thiem had never lost in the 
first round in eight Roland 
Garros appearances and made 
it as far as the final twice be- 
fore losing to Rafael Nadal 
— who else? — in 2018 and 


2019. 
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Andujar, who beat Roger Fe- 
derer on clay in Geneva this 
month, had never before 
won a match after dropping 
the initial two sets. 


Another past Grand Slam 
champion, three-time title 
winner and former No. 1 
Angelique Kerber, was beaten 
6-2, 6-4 by Anhelina Kalini- 
na, a qualifier from Ukraine 
ranked 139th and making her 


tournament debut. 


Roland Garros thus remains 
the only Grand Slam title 
that Kerber hasn't won: She 
was the champion at the Aus- 
tralian Open and U.S. Open 
in 2016 and Wimbledon in 
2018. 





Swiss motorcyclist Dupasquier dies following Motos crash 


(AP) — Swiss motorcycle 
rider Jason Dupasquier 
has died following a crash 
during Moto3 qualifying 
for the Italian Grand Prix, 
the Careggi Hospital in 
Florence announced Sun- 
day. He was 19. 
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"Despite the best efforts of 
circuit medical staff and all 
those subsequently attending 
to the Swiss rider, the hospital 
has announced that Dupas- 
quier has sadly succumbed to 
his injuries," MotoGP said in 
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a statement. 


Dupasquier was involved in 
an accident with Ayumu Sa- 
saki and Jeremy Alcoba to- 
ward the end of Saturday's 
session, which was immedi- 
ately red-flagged. 
Dupasquier appeared to fall 
and was then hit by his own 
motorbike and that of Sasaki, 
while a visibly shocked Alco- 
ba later said on television that 
he thought he had also gone 
over the Swiss rider's legs. 


He was treated on the track 
for approximately 30 minutes 
before a helicopter landed 
and airlifted him to a hospital 
in Florence. 

Dupasquier's team, Prustel 
GP, did not take part in Sun- 
day's race, while his fellow 
Swiss rider Tom Luthi pulled 


out of the Moto2 contest. 


Dupasquier was in his sec- 
ond season in MotoGP's 
lightweight class and was 
in the top 10 in the overall 
standings heading into the 
weekend. 

The MotoGP grid staged a 
one-minute silence ahead of 
Sunday's 23-lap race, which 
was won by world champion- 
ship leader Fabio Quartararo. 


Following his victory, the 
French rider stopped at the 
scene of Dupasquier's acci- 
dent before pointing to the 
sky. He then waved a Swiss 
flag on the podium in Dupas- 
quier's honour. 

"It was tough because when 
you do the one-minute si- 
lence, the emotion is coming 
really quick and it is diffi- 


cult to stay focused," said the 
22-year-old Quartararo. "We 
got the win and that one was 
for Jason and his family." 


Tributes flooded in from 
other riders, as well as from 
across the world of motors- 
port. 


Formula One tweeted: "No 
words can ever describe 
the pain of such a loss. Our 
thoughts are with Jason's 
family, friends and the entire 
MotoGP community." 


Many F1 teams and drivers 
also took to social media to 
express their condolences. 
Ferrari's Charles Leclerc, 
who secured pole position 
at last weekend's Monaco 
Grand Prix, tweeted: "Rest in 
peace, Jason." 
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Bernal adds Giro d'Italia title to Tour de France win 
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(AP) — Colombian rider Egan Bernal 
appears to have finally put his back 
problems behind him as he added the 
Giro d'Italia title to his Tour de France 
win on Sunday. 


Bernal, who won the Tour in 2019, safely 
maintained his advantage on the final day's 
time trial to Milan. As tradition dictates, he 
was last off the ramp and the Ineos Gren- 
adiers rider had an overall lead of almost 
two minutes. 


Bernal completed the 30.3-kilometer 
(18.8-mile) route in 35 minutes, 41 sec- 
onds to clinch overall victory by 1:29, the 
biggest margin of victory at the Giro since 
2015. He pumped his hands above his head 
as he crossed the line in front of Milan's 
famous cathedral. 

"It's difficult to realize what I've done. 
I have just won a Giro d'Italia. I have no 
words after what happened in these two 
years,” said the 24-year-old Bernal, who 
has struggled with a lingering back injury 
that forced him to abandon last year's Tour. 


Damiano Caruso was second overall, with 
Simon Yates completing the podium. Yates 


finished 4:15 behind Bernal. 


Bernal had worn the leader's pink jersey 
since claiming it by winning the ninth 
stage with an attack on the summit finish. 
And, along with his team, he brilliantly de- 
fended it along the rest of the route to Mi- 
lan, where he lifted the impressive Trofeo 
Senza Fine (never-ending trophy). 


"Yes, finally, this is my second Grand Tour 
(win),' Bernal said. "I think in this moment 
I look calm but inside I am exploding with 
happiness. I've already won the Tour and 
now the Giro. 

"It is my first Giro, and it was very special, 
the way we rode, the way I returned to be- 
ing a player after nearly two years without 
good form in a Grand Tour. So, I think it's 
special." 

There were hundreds of fans in Milan's 
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Piazza Duomo celebrating Bernal's victory, 
many waving Colombia flags and wearing 
shirts of the country's soccer team. 


Bernal's teammate, Filippo Ganna, won the 
individual time trial despite a late puncture 
after the Italian's closest rival, Rémi Cavag- 
na, crashed with about 600 meters to go. 


"When I see the puncture, I think, 'Ah, to- 
day unlucky, I lose the race'," Ganna said. 
"I changed the bike really well, really fast, 
like a Formula One race, and then when I 
crossed the line I think, 'OK, now will win 
Cavagna, because he's a really good rider, 
really good time trial. 

"In the end when I see his crash, I think, 
'OK, we have played with the same cards, I 
puncture and he's crashed,' and the result I 
think is the same without my puncture and 
without his crash." 

Ganna was the favorite to triumph on the 
21st and final stage. He won the opening 
time trial in Turin and all three time trials 
in last year's Giro as well as another stage. 


Ganna took the lead with a time of 33:48 
but his chances of winning seemed precari- 
ous as he lost about 20 seconds when he 
was forced to change bikes after the punc- 
ture. 

Cavagna looked set to beat his time but the 
French time trial champion appeared to 
lock up his brakes at a corner and flipped 
over his bicycle as Ganna watched from the 
leader's hot seat. 

Cavagna got up unhurt and finished sec- 
ond, 12 seconds behind Ganna. 

Edoardo Affini was third, a second further 
back. 


"As a team, we brought home a beauti- 
ful result," Ganna said. "Egan Bernal did 
something wonderful that has been built 
over these last three weeks. 

"We worked hard to keep Egan always at 
the front of the peloton ... And to arrive 
today with the pink jersey and celebrate 
tonight all together I think is a dream of 
every team." 





De Bruyne fractured nose, 
eye socket in CL final 
collision 


(AP) — Kevin De Bruyne 
fractured his nose and eye 
socket during Manchester 
City's Champions League 
final loss to Chelsea with 
less than two weeks before 
the start of the European 
Championship. 


The 29-year-old Belgian 
playmaker had to be replaced 
by Gabriel Jesus in the 60th 
minute on Saturday follow- 
ing a collision with Antonio 
Rudiger. 

The Chelsea defender was 
booked for the challenge 
on De Bruyne, who left the 
field in tears at the Estadio do 


Dragao. 


De Bruyne provided an up- 
date on his condition on 
Sunday morning. 


"Hi guys just got back from 
the hospital," he tweeted. 
"My diagnosis is Acute nose 
bone fracture and left orbital 
fracture. I feel okay now. Still 
disappointed about yester- 
day obviously but we will be 
back."
